On  the  same  date  LAWRENCE  KAMMET  contacted  JOSEPH  YOUNG  of 
the  Washington  Evening  Star  to  tell  him  that  he  had  "scanething  hot"  for 
him*  YOUNG  was  unable  to  go  into  the  union  offices  to  see  KAl^T, 
because  as  he  stated,  it  was  his  day  off  and  it  -vias  against  Guild  rviles 
for  him  to  come  in*  However,  arrangements  were  made  for  YOUNG  to  visit 
the  union  offices  on  October  23fd  at  which  time  the  two  girls  would  be 
present  and  YOUNG  would  be  able  to  get  the  first-hand  story*

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Reference  is  made  to  the  memorandum  vhlch  Mr.  Tamm  submitted

to  have  'Someone  explain  to  the  actual  people  reading  the  incoming  material 
the  variety  of  the  Bureau*s  Interests  there^.  The  Dlwctor  approved  of  /JJ  ^ 

I  Mr.  Tamm*s  re  commendation  and^  accordin^y^  I  talked  to  this  group  of  some 
\  fifteen  people  on  the  afternoon  of  Hovember  12,  19|l:7«  I  talked  to  the  group 
\  for  approximately  one  and  one  half  hours  and  my  discussion  of  necessity  was 
1  general^  nature.  Briefly,  I  advised  the  group  of  the  general  makeup  of 
[  the  Bureau  from  the  standpoint  of  dlvisldns  at  the  Seat  of  Government  and 
offices  in  the  Field  Division  territories.  I  then  referred  specifically  to 
our  security  and  Intelligence  responsihllltles,  ohserving  that  they  all 
relate  to  the  primary  rosponsihility* placed  ii^on  the  FBI  for.  maintenance 
of  the  internal  security  of  the  country.  Next  I  advised  them  of  our  Interests 
ftom  the  standpoint  of  statutes,  refenring  specifically  to  such  statutes  as 
the  McCormick  Act,  Yoorhls  Act,  Foreign  Agents  Registration  Act,  Espionage 
and  Sabotage  Statutes,  et  cetera,  I  discussed  with  them  in  a  general  way  our 
Investigations  of  both  an  organizational  and  individual  character  and  I  think 
I  succeeded  in  getting  across  the  point  that  the'  FBI  is  interested  in  receiving 
any  material  ftrom  CIA  of  either  an  intelligence  or  purely  statutory  character 
which  in  any  way  relates  to  our  responsibilities  of  a  security  nature  either 
under  given  Acts  of  Congress  or  under  Presidential  Directives,  I  Indicated, 
for  exaa^jle,  that'  the  Bureau  is  interested  in  receiving  advice  and  any  back¬ 
ground  information  available  on  the  travel  to  the  United  States  of  persons 
reported  to  be  suspect  in  character,  be  they  diplomatic,  quasl-dlplomatlc,  or 
nondiplomatlc  —  aliens  or  citizens  —  registered  or  unregistered  agents  — 
couriers,  et  cetera.  I  indicated  also  that  the  Bureau  was  interested  in 
receiving  any  information  of  an  organizational  or  intelligence  type  on  any^*^ 
groups  in  any  foreign  countries  with  counterparts  or  related  angp.es  of  Interest 
in  this  country.  As  ex8n5)les,  I  cited  the  Ttotskylte  movement,  the  Spanish 
Phalange,  the  Communist  movement,  end  the  ultra  nationalist  movements  in 
Palestine.  In  citing  these  exan^jles  which  extend  from  the  extreme  left  to  the 
.extrome  rl^t,  I  specifically  emphasized  the  fact  that  the  Bureau  is  interested 
in  these  movements  in  foreign  countries,  or  individuals  identified  with  t^se 
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moyements  In.  foreign  counties  vhen  there  Is  a  counterpa^  movement  in  the 
ttaited  States  or  vhen  there  is,  some  pother- angj-e  of  Interest  which  pertains 
to  the  Ifoited  States  and  pur  attendant  responsihilities  relating  to  the 
maintenance  of  the  internal  secwity, 

A  number-  of  questions  were  put  to  ms  hy  various  respresentatlves  - 
of  the  group,  all  of  which  were  of  a  gener^  nature  relating  to  our  secvority 
and  intelligence  responsibiinies .  ^e  questions  were  answered  to  lihe 
apparent  satisfaction  pf  those  in  attendance.

It  .was  pointed  out  that  the  National  Security  Act  of  1947,  setting 
I  up  the  Central  Intelligence  Agency  provides  “that  upon  the  written 
request  of  the  Director  of  Central  Intelligence,  the  Director  of  EBI 
shall  nake  available  to  the  Director  of  the  Central  Intelligence 
Agency  such  information  for  correlation,  evaluation  and  dissemination 
as  may  be  essential  to  the  National  Security^*,  It  was  also  poiiited 
out  that,  of  course,  under  the  loyalty  Program  it  would  be  necessary 
to  check  the  names  of  all  applicants  and  employees.
